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INTRODUCTION. 


nr^  HIS  little  book  might  cafily,  by 
'■^'-^^  a  competent  pen,  be  made  the 
text  to  a  volume,  as  large,  if 
not  as  ufcful,  as  the  huge  "  Port 
Office  Diredory,"  of  which  it  was  the  modefl 
precurfor.  No  fuch  ambitious  objeft  as  the 
produdion  of  a  volume  of  that  clafs  is  to  be 
here  indulged  in.  On  the  contrary,  the  pur- 
pofe  of  the  prefent  fhort  introdudtion  is  to 
offer  a  few  fuggcllions  upon  topics  obvioufly 
belonging  to  the  contents  of  this  commercial 
record  of  the  merchants  and  goldfmiths  of 
London  in  the  fecond  half  of  the  feventcenth 
century.  It  will  be  found  tp  demonftrate  the 
//-  b 
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value  of  not  a  {qw  family  names  as  fignificant 
elements  of  the  hiftory  of  fecial  progrefs. 

It  has,  indeed,  been  fo  in  all  time.  From 
Homer's  catalogues  down  to  the  knightly  no- 
menclature of  the  "  Roman  de  la  Rofe,"  and 
other  long-breathed  poems  of  the  middle  ages ; 
from  the  Battle-abbey  Roll  of  the  conqueror's 
chiefs  at  Railings,  and  from  that  of  King 
Henry's  army  at  Agincourt  to  our  modern 
mufters,  fuch  documents  elucidate  acceptably 
the  courfe  of  military  heroifm.  The  conjec- 
ture is  as  ingenious,  as  it  is  juft,  lately  made 
about  Shakefpeare's  early  life,  that  the  Ad- 
miralty books,  with  their  myriad  of  feamens' 
names,  may  give  his  in  fome  royal  Ihip,  and 
fo  account  for  his  perfedl  fea  phrafes. 

The  moft  interefting  manufcript  lifts  are 
thofe  of  the  notabilities  prefent  at  the  Prefton 
Guild  for  more  than  500  years ;  and  that  of 
the  founders  of  a  Library  in  Hereford  200 
years  ago.  The  Guild  is  in  exiftence  ftill. 
The  books  given  to  the  library  by  Vifcount 
Scudamore,  and  fome  hundreds  of  the  county 
people,  were  rotting  on  a  damp  floor  not  long 
fince.  It  may  be  hoped  they  are  now  better 
cared  for. 
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Equally  attraftive  are  the  lifts  ftill  preferved 
of  the  zealous  contributors  to  public  loans  to 
meet  a  national  crifis.  John  Locke  and  Somers 
were  among  the  iirft  proprietors  of  the  Bank  of 
England.  Thofe  of  the  Raft  India  Company, 
or  the  like  Stocks  were  the  leading  Tories. 

The  founders  of  our  early  colonies — holders 
of  even  five-fhilling  ftiares — have  thus  their 
enduring  record;  and  a  diligent  colledlor  may 
enrich  his  library  of  trafts  with  the  printed 
names  of  all  the  graduates  of  old  Harvard 
College  in  New  England  in  the  feventeenth 
century — fo  zealoufly  did  the  Puritans  ground 
their  fons  in  learning. 

The  prefent  produdion,  although  of  more 
moderate  pretenfions,  contains  individual  names 
of  fome  hiftorical  weight.  Its  moft  ftriking 
feature  is  the  feverance  of  "  Goldjmiths  that 
keep  Running  cajhes^' — precurfors  of  the  mo- 
dern bankers — from  the  mafs  of  merchants  of 
London,  in  1677. 

Before  that  year  the  goldfniiths  had  really 
been  bankers,  and  proper  laws  had  long  been 
advocated  for  their  better  eftablifhment  in  the 
craft.     This  lift  fixes  their  refidence  chiefly 
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in  our  ancient  Lombard  Street.  Of  fifty-eight, 
the  whole  number  of  them,  thirty-eight  lived 
there.  Of  the  reft,  we  have  Blanchard  and 
Child,  partners,  in  Fleet  Street,  at  the  Mary- 
gold  ;  and  James  Hore  in  Cheapfide,  at  the 
Golden  Bottle,  for  then  every  houfe  of  bufi- 
nefs  had  its  fign. 

Other  banking  names  are  ftriking,  viz.  the 
Cornifh  Bolitho,  the  Lancafhire  Hornby,  the 
Yorkfhire  Duncomb.  Thefe  men  may  be 
prefumed  to  have  enriched  their  defcendants 
who  are  ftill  confpicuous  among  us.  The  reft 
of  the  Goldfmiths  of  1677  feem  to  have  been 
little  remarkable  in  the  next  generation,  when, 
after  the  revolution  of  1688,  joint-ftock 
banking,  and  fafe  facilities  in  paper  currency 
took  the  ftart  which  conftitutes  an  era  in 
finance.  The  capitalifts  of  London  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  \\.  were  forely  damaged  by 
his  iniquitous  fliutting  of  the  Exchequer  againft 
their  legitimate  claims.  They  were  content 
at  laft  to  be  fimply  the  lirft  holders  of  ftock 
in  the  national  debt,  into  which  their  claims 
were  turned.  But  Michael  Godfrey,  the  firft 
deputy-governor  of  the    bank,   and    Sir    N. 
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Heme,  afterwards  zealous  fupporters  of  the 
new  fyftem  of  banking  after  1694,  are  here 
only  fimple  merchants.  Two  other  names 
of  the  Goldfmiths,  James  Fowles  and  James 
Heriot,  defer ve  fpecial  mention.  They  were 
Scots ;  and  the  Fowles  appear  to  have  been 
long  fettled  in  London  in  connexion  with 
their  countrymen.  In  1695,  the  Lord  Pro- 
volt  of  Edinburgh  was  to  addrefs  his  letters  on 
the  fubjedi:  of  Darien  to  William  Paterfon  at 
the  houfe  of  one  of  the  name ;  and  it  is  no 
idle  fpeculation  to  fuppofe  that  this  goldfmith 
(a  rifing  banker)  of  1677  afforded  Paterfon, 
then  a  pedlar,  or  incipient  merchant,  the 
benefit  of  his  financial  experience. 

James  Heriot  has  a  flronger  alTociation 
with  a  Scottifh  worthy  of  finance,  George 
Heriot,  the  goldfmith,  and  the  munificent 
benefaftor  of  Edinburgh,  who  came  fouth  with 
his  patron.  King  James ;  and,  as  his  biographer 
tells  us,  he  profpered  here  as  he  had  profpered 
in  the  north.  Befides  his  bequefts  to  his  na- 
tive town,  he  left  ample  legacies  to  his  bro- 
thers-german,  of  whom  one  was  James ;  and 
their  wealth  and  name  were  affuredly  repre- 
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Tented  by  the  James  Heriot  the  goldfmith  of 
this  lift. 

In  it  alfo  ftands  John  Pentterfon,  a  mer- 
chant already,  and  fo  giving  a  body  to  the  tra- 
dition in  Dumfriesfhire  which  places  William 
Paterfon  of  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  count- 
ing-houfe  of  a  relation  of  his  own  name  in 
London  about  1677. 

The  fpelling  of  the  two  names  Fowles  and 
Peatterfon  is  correftly  phonetic,  fo  as  to  fhow 
the  Scottifli  nationality  of  the  men ;  and  in 
the  latter  cafe  fhowing  alfo  the  taft  with  which 
Eliot  Warburton  in  his  "Darien"makesaScot- 
tifti  friend  criticife  his  clumfy  Englifh  pronun- 
ciation of  the  word  Paterfon. 

Another  name  in  the  general  lift,  that  of 
Alexander  Pope  of  Broad  Street,  has  an  even 
more  famous  affociation,  as  Mr,  Camden  Hotten 
fliows  in  his  Adverfaria  for  July,  1857.  The 
locality  was  then  a  charming  fuburb  of  gar- 
dens; and  although  the  poet  Pope,  when 
taken  away  with  his  father,  the  popifti  mer- 
chant, to  be  educated  in  Windfor  Foreft  by  a 
prieft,  may  have  been  too  young  to  know  how 
genial    a  home  he   was  lofing,   he  need  not 
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have  been  too  vain,  as  it  is  feared  he  was,  to 
revifit  in  after  life  the  pleafant  abode  of  his 
earliell  years. 

Grefham's  garden  was  in  Broad  Street,  with 
its  Jedlures  on  mulic  and  all  fcience.  King 
Richard's  Crofby  Hall,  and  Shoreditch  with 
its  unhappy  leman  of  Edward  IV,  were  hard 
by ;  vvhilft  Milton's  birth-place,  his  retreat, 
and  his  grave  were  clofe  at  hand. 

The  pidturefque  charadler  of  old  London, 
graced  by  the  fparkling  Thames  of  olden 
time,  is  a  circumftance  not  to  be  forgotten, 
when  we  are  calling  up  the  memories  of  any 
clafs  of  its  inhabitants. 

In  1677  the  city  was  full  of  fine  refidences 
for  merchants ;  and  in  this  lift  we  meet  with 
names  of  entertainers  of  wits  of  the  time. 
Here  is  Fountain,  doubtlefs  father  to  the 
wealthy  knight  with  whom  Dean  Swift  was 
familiar,  as  fhown  in  his  letters  to  Stella. 
Here,  too,  is  Kiffen,  the  Baptift  Alderman 
whom  James  II.  could  neither  affright  nor 
feduce,  with  a  lefs  refpeflable  name  of  the 
fame  clafs,  that  of  William  Lob. 

Here  is  Benjajnin  Bathurjl,  the  founder  of 
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the  family  diftinguiflied  on  the  Bench  and  in 
the  State,  with  Bragg  their  connection. 
Here  is  a  tribe  of  the  Houblons,  who  furnifhed 
the  Bank  of  England  with  its  firft  Governor, 
Sir  John  ;  and  whofe  names,  feven  in  num- 
ber, may  be  read  in  documents  recorded  at 
the  Board  of  Trade  claiming  convoys  for 
their  fleets.  Thefe  feven  names  are  found 
in  the  more  interefting  record — the  fermon 
of  Bifhop  Burnet  at  the  funeral  of  this 
Houblon — with  his  eulogy  and  city  defcent 
from  Henry  the  Vlllth's  time.  The  Vanjtt- 
tarts  will  find  their  wealthy  forefather  here, 
and  many  more  Dutch  members  of  the  old 
church  of  their  nation  in  Auftin  Friars.  The 
Fan  Milderts  of  this  lift  were  doubtlefs  pro- 
genitors of  the  learned  late  Bifhop  of  Durham 
of  that  name  ;  and  the  predominance  of  Dutch 
over  Flemifh  merchants  fettled  in  London  is 
to  be  attributed  to  the  ultra-Proteftant  feeling 
of  that  time.  Puckle  the  wit,  and  the  eager 
projeftor,  is  here  in  the  perfons  of  his  father 
and  uncle.  Nor  are  the  Barnardiftons,  Du- 
canes,  the  Fredericks,  Beckfords,  and  Papillons, 
Burdetts,  Batemans,  Biddulphs,  Bulteels,  Car- 
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bonnels,  Coventrys,  the  Dominiques,  Crifps, 
Furleys,  and  the  Holfords,  to  be  omitted. 

The  "Richard  Steele"  in  the  lift  muft 
have  been  related  to  Sir  Richard,  who  was 
more  fuccefsful  in  the  advocacy  of  the  rights 
of  trade  with  his  pen  than  in  his  multifarious 
commercial  fchemes. 

The  fpecial  occupations  of  thefe  merchants 
are  not  ftated  with  much  precifion.  After 
the  Goldfmiths  come  the  Black-well  Hall  fac- 
tors, reprefenting  our  ancient  ftaple  in  woollens, 
whofe  privileges  were  the  occafion  of  a  great 
legal  controverfy  fhortly  before  the  date  of  this 
little  publication;  and  they  were  fettled  with 
prodigious  learning  in  the  Common  Pleas 
by  Chief  Juftice  Sir  Orlando  Bridgman,  as 
may  be  feen  in  his  logical  judgments.  One 
particular  addrefs  is  very  interefting.  It  is  at 
"  the  Injurance  Office"  then  a  new  inftitution 
among  us,  and  only  extended  with  great  fuc- 
cefs  in  the  beginning  of  the  next  century,  in 
the  reign  of  Queen  Anne. 

The  Royal  Exchange  was  a  prominent  place 
of  bufinefs  for  our  merchants  of  1677.  The 
Dutch  walk,  the  Turkey  walk,  the  IriJJp  walk. 
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the  Spanifh  walk,  and  the  like,  have  a  fignifi- 
cance  far  beyond  the  agreeable  cofinopolitan 
fentiments  exprefled  in  the  Speftator  upon 
Addifon's  and  Sir  Richard  Steele's  vifit  to  the 
Exchange  of  their  day,  crowded  with  men 
from  every  clime.  In  thefe  feveral  walks 
could  be  found,  in  the  earlier  years  of  the 
reign  of  Charles  II,  the  colleded  members  of 
our  various  trades  beyond  fea ;  and  it  was 
from  them  that  the  Lord  Mayor  was  direfted 
by  a  royal  order  in  Council,  to  have  eledled 
the  body  that  was  to  affifl;  minifters  in  the 
preparation  of  our  laws  of  trade  and  the 
colonies.  That  original  order  in  council, figned 
by  Lords  Clarendon  and  Southampton,  is  pre- 
ferved  in  the  City  library  in  Guildhall.  It 
contains  an  article  of  extreme  intereft  at  this 
moment,  fpecially  providing  for  the  eleftion 
of  the  Italian  merchants  to  that  body.  This 
commercial  tie  with  United  Italy  cannot  fail 
to  be  ftrengthened  fo  as  to  revive  an  alliance 
with  us  too  long  interrupted  by  religious  pre- 
judice on  both  fides.  The  lift  has  a  few 
Italian  names,  but  more  Portuguefe — perhaps 
brought  over  from  the  connexion  with  "the 
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Royal  Houfe  of  Lijhon"  in  the  perfon  of  Charles 
the  Second's  Queen,  received  by  us  with  be- 
coming good  humour,  according  to  the  pun- 
gent epigram  which  bade  "  the  Deil  take 
Hyde  and  the  Bijhop  bejide,  that  made  her 
bone  of  his  bone.'''' 

The  divifion  of  the  merchants  in  their  re- 
fpeflive  dignities  is  worth  a  paffing  refleftion. 
Some  are  knights  and  baronets ;  fome  are  al- 
dermen ;  the  mafs  are  plain  John  or  Thomas, 
with  a  confiderable  fprinkling  of  Mtjien — the 
mafter  of  olden  times  being  an  addition  of 
worfhip.  The  Captains  and  Majors  of  the 
lift  were  doubtlefs  the  officers  of  the  train- 
bands, of  no  little  hiftoric  fame  in  London, 
from  King  John  and  Magna  Carta  even  to 
John  Gilpin. 

The  homes  of  many  of  the  merchants  named 
in  this  lift  were  in  the  fuburbs  of  London, 
and  there  they  feem  to  have  tranfafled  their 
bufinefs,  not  in  the  City.  We  find  them  at 
Highgate,  fo  well  known  before  as  the  re- 
fidence  of  the  philofophic  Earl  of  Arundel, 
where  Lord  Bacon  died,  —  at  Newington 
Green,  Iflington,  Clcrkcnwell  Green,  Hack- 
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ney,  Hogfden,  Bethnall  Green,  Kingfland, 
Moorfields,  Spital-fields,  and  Mile  End  Green, 
— places  now  fo  many  centres  of  crowded 
population,  not  the  fweet  rural  retreats, 
which  we  are  content  to  go  for  farther  a-field, 
being,  like  our  fathers,  fully  awake  to  the 
delights  of  foreft  life. 

The  Hogfden  of  the  lift  (our  Hoxton)  is 
fhown  to  have  been  pretty  full  of  merchants ; 
and  we  know  how  delightful  a  group  of  gar- 
dens that  fuburb  poffelTed  in  the  olden  time. 
Not  very  long  after  1677,  its  worthy  horti- 
culturift  Fairchild  there  praftifed  his  art 
with  eminent  fuccefs ;  and  not  only  founded 
the  annual  fermon  ftill  preached  by  diftin- 
guifhed  divines  every  year  upon  the  bounty 
of  the  Creator  in  the  gifts  of  nature,  but 
tried  hard  with  his  pen  to  teach  the  citizens 
to  adorn  London  with  gardens.  This  is  a 
confideration  well  worth  purfuingat  this  mo- 
ment of  London's  revival.  Her  feventy  grave- 
yards, fo  long  feftering  charnel-houfes,  may, 
under  wife  direction,  become  centres  of  floral 
beauty  and  inftrudlive  recreation  to  our  youth- 
ful London  population. 
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Some  refided  on  *•  The  Bridge,"  the  Lon- 
don Bridge  for  ages  covered  with  dwellings, 
from  one  of  which  the  daughter  of  a  rich 
citizen  fell  into  the  Thames  to  be  faved  by 
the  bold  apprentice  Ofborne,  who  married 
her,  and  founded  the  ducal  family  of  Leeds. 

The  painted  portraits  of  the  more  diftin- 
guifhed  of  thefe  fathers  of  our  trade  would 
deferve  a  fpecial  fludy.  Sir  John  Houblon's 
may  be  feen  at  the  Bank  of  England;  Ben- 
jamin Bathurll's  is  affuredly  pioufly  preferved 
by  his  ennobled  family;  Sir  John  Tulfe,  who 
has  left  his  name  perpetuated  on  the  pic- 
turefque  hill  near  the  Cryflal  Palace,  mull 
have  poflefTed  good  tafte  enough  to  be  a  por- 
trait-painter's patron  ;  and  the  letter  in  the 
Spectator  aflerting  our  fuperior  appreciation  of 
that  branch  of  art  is  well  jullified  in  the 
numerous  portraits  fcattered  all  over  the  land. 
Our  commerce  is  indeed  exceedingly  rich  in 
materials  of  hiftorical  portraiture,  and  in  its 
produdls.  Without  oftentatioufly  boalling  of 
a  fuperiority  which  is  not  to  be  pretended  over 
theftatefmen  who  grace  fo  many  halls,  our  mer- 
chants, from  the  pencils  of  Holbein  and  Anto- 
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nio  More  down  to  the  lateft  dates,  may  chal- 
lenge comparifon  with  them.  The  City  and 
its  halls  are  full  of  them ;  and  Sir  Thomas 
Grelham's  defign  of  an  univerfity  in  London 
could  not  be  better  revived  and  realized  than 
by  annexing  a  fine  gallery  of  merchants'  por- 
traits to  its  other  branches  of  inftruftion.  It 
ia  a  good  fuggeftion,  that  the  profit  got  by  the 
Treafury  from  the  fale  of  his  eftate  in  Broad 
Street  to  a  Banking  Company,  fliould  be  pur- 
fued  to  its  legitimate  iffue, — the  eftablilhment 
of  that  univerfity. 

The  topic  of  Grefham's  Univerfity  has  fome 
elucidation  from  the  lift  of  1677.  Compara- 
tively kw  merchants  then  refided  in  Broad 
Street,  or  in  Bifhopfgate  Street.  Rents  were 
therefore  low  in  that  quarter.  In  1 760,  when 
the  Grefiiam  property  was  fold,  under  an  A61 
of  Parliament,  for  the  Excife  Office,  its  income 
was  lefs  than  450/.  a-year ;  and  the  govern- 
ment made  it  up  to  500/.  The  fale,  how- 
ever, to  the  Grefham  Chambers'  Company, 
a  kw  years  fince,  netted  a  very  large  fum  to 
the  Treafury.  That  furplus  is  believed  tore- 
vert  to  the  trufts  of  Sir  T.  Greflaam's  will. 
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fince  the  Adts  which  have  alienated  the  eftate 
firft  from  the  Charity,  and  then  from  the 
Crown,  are  mere  parliamentary  titles — quite 
fecure  to  the  occupiers  of  the  land,  but  not 
deftruftive  of  the  rights  of  the  objedls  of  a 
founder.  The  matter  is  indeed  under  ferious 
fcrutiny  before  the  Charity  Commiffion  ;  and 
it  has  fpecial  claims  to  the  fair  confideration 
of  Her  Majefty's  prime  minifter. 

The  John  Temple  of  this  lift  was  probably 
of  Lord  Palmerfton's  lineage.  The  Palmers 
of  the  lift,  too,  doubtlefs  belonged  to  the 
family  which  almoft  monopolifes  the  Mercers' 
Company — Grefliam's  truftees  ;  and  fo  Sir 
Roundell  Palmer,  the  Solicitor-General,  muft 
not  defert  his  duty.  Nor  will  he  have  for- 
gotten his  own  labour  of  love  in  Grefham's 
leflure-room,  when  he  helped  his  relative, 
Profeflbr  Palmer,  to  do  juftice  to  his  charge. 

Earl  RufTell  will  not,  on  this  occafion,  re- 
fufe  his  powerful  aid  to  the  improvement  of 
the  citizens  of  London,  fo  often  the  defenders 
of  liberty,  and  the  advocates  of  fcience.  The 
City  has  indefeafible  claims  upon  Earl  RufTell's 
fympathies — if  for  nothing  more — for  the  fad 
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facrifice  of  his  great  relative  Lord  William, 
led,  from  his  prifon  in  the  Tower,  through  the 
heart  of  the  city  to  his  fcafFold  in  Lincoln's- 
Inn-Fields,  in  order  to  crufli  the  fpirit  of  a 
people  deeply  attached  to  the  houfe  of  Bedford. 
Finally,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
Mr.  Gladftone,  will  readily  part  with  the 
large  proceeds  of  the  Grefham  Charity-eftate, 
which,  by  all  the  calls  of  confcience,  and  the 
kindred  rules  of  equity,  belong  to  an  objed 
which  he,  of  all  men,  the  moft  approves — the 
liberal  inftrudion  of  our  youth. 

The  Harveys  of  the  lill  are  of  a  honoured 
ftock.     They  are  near  kinfmen  to  Dr.  William 
Harvey,  famous  in  medical  hiftory  as  the  dif- 
coverer  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood.     He 
paffed  many  of  the  laft  years  of  his  eventful 
life  with  his  brother  Eliab,  the  merchant  of 
London,  who  poflefled  "  noble  feats,  and  at 
leall  3000/.  a  year,"  fays  Aubrey.      In  thofe 
days  the  phyficians,    with    their    College  in 
Warwick  Lane,  may  be  held  to  have  been 
citizens.     It  was  at  the  Royal  Exchange  that 
Drs.  Mead  and  RatclifFe  fought  their  well- 
known  duel. 
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Three  original  copies  of  the  hft  of  1677  are 
known.  One  is  in  the  Bodleian  library  ;  one 
in  the  Manchefter  Free  Library,  bought  for 
5/.,  (from  this,  owing  to  the  kindnefs  of  R. 
W.  Smiles,  Efq-,  the  Librarian,  the  prefent 
reprint  has  been  made) ;  one  was  fold  at  the 
fale  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter's  library  for  9/., 
although  imperfeft. 

The  volume — here  reproduced  as  almoft  a 
fac-limile — is  a  curious  little  precurfor  of  the 
London  Direftory,  grown  from  its  firft  edition 
of  1732  in  300  pages,  to  the  huge  volume, 
the  Poll  Office  Dircftory  of  the  prefent  day. 

In  the  Lambeth  Library  there  is  fuch  a  lift 
in  manufcript  of  thirty  years  earlier  date.  It 
is  a  lift  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  London  liable 
to  pay  tithes,  with  the  amounts  due  from  each. 

During  the  progrefs  of  this  little  volume 
through  the  prefs  a  moft  interefting  faft  rela- 
tive to  the  hiftory  of  trade  has  come  to  light. 
It  appears  from  an  old  pamphlet  that  an 
"  Office  of  Addrejfes  "  was  ftarted  as  early  as 
1650,  by  Henry  Robinson,  a  well  known 
writer  on  matters  of  commerce  and  finance 
during  the  commonwealth  period.     The  ideas 
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of  this  worthy  are  fo  advanced  and  found  that 
it  is  more  than  probable  that  Sir  WilHam 
Petty,  who  foon  after  began  to  write  upon 
thefe  fubjefts,  was  indebted  to  him  for  fome 
of  his  Hberal  views  with  regard  to  the  exten- 
fion  of  trade.  Henry  Robinfon's  *'  Office  in 
Threadneedle  Street,  over  againft  the  Caftle 
Tavern,  clofe  to  the  Old  Exchange  in  Lon- 
don," comes  out  with  a  bufinefs-like  precifion 
in  the  very  advertifement,  that  promifes  well 
for  his  work — the  keeping  particular  regijlers 
of  all  manner  of  addrejfes.  Then  follows  a 
catalogue  of  fubjefts  of  inquiry,  fo  copious  and 
fo  curious  as  to  be  a  new  proof  that  there  is 
almoft  nothing  new  under  the  fun  !
